PRESCOTT. 

YAVxiPAl  COUXTY.  A  postal,  express  and  telegraph  town. 
Reached  by  xV.  &  P.  R.  R.  to  Prescott  Junction,  thence  by 
P.  A.  C.  R.  R.,  of  which  latter  road  it  is  the  southern 
terminus. 

The  Territorial  capital  and  county  seat  of  Yavapai  County,,  is 
beautifully  and  healthfully  situated  in  a  mountainous  flat  sur- 
rounded by  groves  of  stately  pines,  at  an  altitude  a  trifle  over  ,^ 
a  mile  above  the  sea  level.     The  surrounding  mountain-tops  ar(^  j 
snow-capped,  and  breezes  wafted  from  their  heights  to  the  valley  j 
below  are  loaded  with  a  freshness  that  often  drives  the  people  ! 
from  the  streets  to  the  refuge  of  their  household  firesides.    Pres- ! 
I  cott  is  decidedly  an  American  town,  and  her  buildings,  both  ! 
j  public  and  private,  are  models  of  comfort  and  elegance.   The  sur- 
!  rounding  forests  of  pine  furnish  material  of  superior  quality  in 
!  abundance.     Her  chief  resources  are  mining,  stock-raising  and 
I  lumber  manufacturing. 

I  The  completion  cf  the  P.  vfc  A.  C.  R.  R.  connecting  Pres- 
cott with  the  A.  &  P.  system  has  brought  the  city  more  directly 
in  communication  with  the  outside  world,  and  has  been  the 
means  of  attracting  visitors  and  prospectors  who  would  other- 
wise have  passed  by,  rather  than  take  the  long  stage  ride  from 
Maricopa. 

The  city  supports  two  daily  and  weekly  papers, — the  Jour- 
nal-2[iner  under  the  management  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Martin,  and  the 
Courier,  edited  and  owned  by  ]\Ir.  J.  H.  Marion,  both  ably- 
conducted  sheets,  fully  alive  to  the  interests  of  Prescott  and  the 
Territory  generally. 

The  city  has  good  schools,  and  the  different  religious  bodies 
are  nearly  all  represented.  Whipple  Barracks,  one  of  the  pleas- 
antest  military  stations  in  the  Territory,  is  situated  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  from  Prescott.  The  population  of  Prescott  is 
estimated  at  G.OOO.

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I        On  March  2,  1867..  that  portion  of  New  Mexico  north  of  the 
I  o7th  parallel  of  latitude  was  by  an  act  of  Congress  attached  to 
I  Colorado,  leavingr  the  New  i^FeKico  of  to-day  with  the  foUowingr 
I  boundaries:  North  by  the  oTth  parallel  ;  east  by  the  103d  merid- 
ian ;  south  by  the  o2d  parallel,  except  a  few  square  miles  lying 
to  the  south  of  the  latter  on  the  southwest ;  and  on  the  west  by 
the  109th  meridian.    The  territory  thus  has  an  average  breadth 
of  335  miles  ;  length  of  eastern  boundary,  345  miles,  and  length 
of  western  boundary,  390  miles  ;  tlie  whole  covering  an  area  of 
121,201  square  miles.    By  geographical  divisions  it  is  bounded  on 
the  north  by  the  State  of  Colorado,  on  the  east  by  the  public  do- 
main and  the  State  of  Texas  and  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  and  on 
the  west  by  the  Territory  of  Arizona. 

THE  RESOURCES  OF  NEW  MEXICO. 

There  are  three  interests  in  New  Mexico  worthy  of  considera- 
tion :  The  mineral,  the  grazing,  or  pa>toral,  and  the  agricultural; 
and  they  may  be  said  to  constitute  the  resources  of  the  Territory, 
as  manufacturing  is  coniined  almost  exclusively  to  jewelry,  of 
which  very  exquisite  work  in  riligree  is  produced  in  Santa  Fe, 
mostly  from  gold  and  silver  native  to  the  Territory.  I

The  D.  k  R.  G.  (narrow  gauge)  has  entered  the  Terri- 
tory south  of  Alamosa,  Colorano,  ami  is  now  completed  to 
Santa  Fe.  A  branch  also  extends  to  the  westward  almost  on  the 
line  between  New  Mexico  and  Colorado  to  the  "  San  Juan  Coun- 
try" of  the  Northwest. 

The  TeKas,  Santa  Fe  and  Northern  Railroad  connects  Santa 
Fe  with  the  D.  R.  G.,  and  is  expected  also  to  run  down  the 
rich  valley  of  tlie  Pecos.  The  A.  &  P.  toad  is  completed  from  Al- 
buquerque, on  the  Rio  Grande,  where  it  forms  a  junction  wdth  the 
A  T.  &  S.  F.  R.  R.  westward  to  Barstow  there  connecting  with 
the  Southern  California  R.  R.  to  San  Diego,  and  to  Mohave,  where 
it  connects  with  the  S.  P.  main  line  to  San  Francisco.

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ALBUQUERQUE. 

I  Bernalillo  County.    Albuquerque,  the  county  seat  of  Bernalillo 
[        County  and  principal  commercial  city  of  New  Mexico,  is 
situated  on  the  Rio  Grande  River,  924  miles  from  Kansas 
City,  1,197  miles  from  San  Francisco,  and  887  miles  from 
Los   Angeles.    California,    illbuquerque    is    the  junction 
of  the  A.   T.  k    S.    F.  and   the   A.  &  P.  R.  R.,  and 
is  the  emi  of  two  divisions  of  the  first-named  road  and  also 
the^ principal  western  headquarters  of  the  latter  road,  their 
general  western  othces  being  located  here.    This  road  has  also 
extensive  shops,  roundhouses,  etc.,  here,  which  employ  from 
205  to  800  men,  the  number  of  which  is  constantly  beincf 
increased.    It  is  probable  tluit  tlie  A-  T.  &  S.  F-  R.  R.  v/ili 
also  erect  shops  and  roundhouses  here  at  an  early  day,  thev 
now  receiving  accommodations  in  this  line  from  the  A.  «S:  P.. 
with  which  they  connect. 
In  addition  to  these  two  roads,  now  conipleted,  the  S.  L.  ^  S 
F.  R.  R.  is  buil.iing  this  v/ay,  having  its  western  terminus  at 
present  at  Sepulpa,  in  the  Indian  Territory,  and  having  several 
surveying  parties  in  the  tield  locating  the  line  in  this  direction, 
and  it  is  bolieved  that  within  the  next  year  they  will  make,  a 
connection  with  the  A.      P  R.  R.  at  this  point.

SOCORRO. 


Socorro  County.    It  is  one  of  tlie  oldest  settlements  in  America,  \ 
an  ancient  pueblo  settlement  having  been  found  upon  the 
site  of  the  present  modern  city,  by  the  first  Spanish  expe^Ii-  ■  ; 
tion,  which  comino-  north  traversed  the  Rio  Grande  Vallev.  h 
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tages  of  the  location  and  the  varied  wonderful  resources  of 
the  surrounding  country,  very  soon  established  a  permanent 
settlement,  and  the  first  American  travelers  through  these 
regions  found  Socorro  a  thriving  and  prosperous  Mexican 
plaza.    Upon  the  advent  of  the  railroad  during  the  summer 
of  1880,  the  town  had  a  population  of  l,-200,  but  since  that 
date  the  growth  has  been  steady  and  rapid,  so  that  to-day 
the  city,  which  was  incorporated  in  January,  1882,  has  a 
population  of  4,500.    The  city  of  Socorro  is  situated  in  the 
Rio  Grande  Valley,  on  the  A.  T.  k>  S.  F.  R.  R.,  about  onelfXj 
thousand  miles  west  of  Kansas  City,  and  is  almost  the  geo-;© 
graphical  center  of  New  Mexico. 
Almost  immediately  after  the  advent  of  the  railroad,  rich  min- 
eral, chiefly  silver  and  lead,  was  discovered  in  the  Socorro  Mount- 
ain, now  within  the  city  limits,  and  also  in  the  Magdalenas,  Galli- 
nas,  Mogollons,  Ladrones,  Limitars,  Black    Range  and  other 
mountains  on  the  west,  and  in  the  San  Andres,  Oscuras,  Noi^als, 
Jicarrillas  and  Manzanas  on  the  east.    So  that  the  city  is  now  ;  ^: 
surrounded  by  scores  of  tributary  mining  districts,  containing  ,  ^ 
gold,  silver,  copper,  lead,  iron  and  manganese,  also  coal,  salt,  i

Alameda,  a  city  of  about  10,000  inhabitants, 
is  beautifully  located  on  a  peninsula  about  four  miles  long, 
by  an  average  width  of  perhaps  a  mile  and  a  quarter,  south 
of  Oakland  and  across  San  Antonio  Creek.  Its  climate  is 
very  much  better  than  that  of  San  Francisco,  only  ten  miles 
away,  with  which  it  is  connected  by  two  ferry  systeDis, 
"  atfording  local  traveling  facilities  unequaled  in  any  quarter 
of  the  world. 

Alameda  is  essentially  a  residence  p'ace.  Business  men  of 
San  Francisco  have  their  homes  here,  preferring  the  sail  across  the 
bay  to  the  less  pleasant  and  less  invigorating-  street-car  trip  to  the 
Western  Addition.  The  public  schools  of  Alameda  consist  of  one 
high  school,  three  graunnar  schools,  two  primary  schools,  and  one 
ungraded  school,  with  an  enrollment  of  more  than  1,500  pupils. 
The  schools  rank  very  high  in  educational  circles,  and  the  high 
school  is  an  approved  school,  whose  orra<iuates  enter  th^  University 
upon  the  recommendation  of  its  principal. 

There  are  two  post-offices  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and 
the  free  delivery  system  is  also  under  consideration  by  the  post- 
Oihee  authorities. 

Tlu.'i-e  are  two  papers  publisher!  in 
weekly,  wliicli  has  been  published  for  nineteen 
Arga^.  seMii-wcekl}',  now  in  its  tenth  year. 

Numerous  churches  and  fraternal  organizations  have  been  es- 
tablished, and  are  in  a  tlourishing  condition.

Colusa.  County.  The  county  seat;  population  2,500.  Situated 
on  the  west  bank  of  the  Sacramento  River,  about  90  miles 
from  Sacramento.  Reached  by  S.  P.  Co.'s  C.  P.  R.  R.  to 
Colusa  Junction,  thence  by  Colusa  and  Lake  R.  R.  12  miles. 
The  steamers  of  the  Sacramento  Transportation  Co.  make 
■  frequent  trips.  The  town  was  laid  out  in  1850,  and  has 
prospered  steadily  ever  since.  It  is  surrounded  by  very  fer- 
tile agricultural  land,  and  is  the  center  of  the  largest 
grain-growing  district  in  the  valley.  The  land  hereabouts  is 
generally  farmed  in  large  tracts,  but  it  is  well  cared  for. 
Nearly  every  acre  of  it  is  productive.  It  may  be  imagined 
with  some  reason  that  Colusa  is  a  very  important  shipping 
point,  and  that  a  vast  capital  is  represented  there.  Trans- 
actions up  in  the  hundreds  of  thousands  are  of  frequent  oc- 
currence. The  -town  presents  a  fine  appearance  with  ij:s 
stately  Court  House  and  Hall  of  Records,  as  well  as  its 
many  other  business  blocks,  and  pvrivate  buildings.  It  has 
good  hotel  accommodations,  the  Colusa  and  the  National  be- 
ing'both  worthy  of  special  commendation.  The  community 
of  the  town  is  refined,  sociable  and  hospitable;  its  churches 
and  schools  are  numerous  and  commanding  in  appearance, 
and  its  hotels  are  well  constructed  and  commodious.

The  town  is  situated  on  the  Oregon  Division  of 
the  C.  P.  R.  R.,  70  miles  north  of  Sacramento,  15  miles  \Ye>t 
of  Oroville,  26  miles  south  of  Chico,  2J  miles  from  Feather 
River,  and  20  miles  east  of  the  Sacramento  River;  has  n 
population  of  700.  Agriculture  is  its  chief  source  of  sup-
